No Mercury-Treated 
Seed Without Permit 


Grain growers in Tehama 


County were reminded today by 
Agricultural Commissioner Don 
Hill that state 
regulations 


adopted last spring require that 
a permit be issued before any 
mercury-treated seed grain 
may be planted. 


"The 
fall grain planting 


season is here," Commissioner 
Hill said. "Any farmers plan- 
ning to plant seeds that have 
been treated with any mercury 
compound such as Ceresan, 
Panogen or Semesan must first 
obtain a permit from this of- 
fice." 


The permit requirement was 


imposed to reduce the hazard of 
mercury to human and animal 
health. 
Human 
illness, 


sometimes entailing severe 
brain damage, and mercury 
residues in wildlife 
have 


resulted from improper use of 
mercury compounds, he said. 


"There is no known antidote 


for mercury poisoning, and 
these materials are cumulative 
in animal tissue," the com- 
missioner pointed out. 


Permits for the use of mer- 


cury seed treating compounds 
will require proper sanitation 
and cleanup practices in the 
treatment area, equipment and 
bins; protection of the ap- 
plicator; the use of properly 


labeled closed containers; and 
the destruction of any surplus 
seed, sweepings and other 
contaminated 
material 
by 


burying or other treatment to 
render it utterly unfit for food or 
feed. 


In addition, he said, exposed 


seed must be kept to an absolute 
minimum; seeding by aircraft 
should be restricted in areas 
containing fish and wildlife; 
spills of seeds and planter 
leakage should be cleaned up or 
disced under promptly; and 
emptied bags, bins and tanks 
must not be reused where 
contamination of other products 
would be a hazard. It is vir- 
tually impossible to remove all 
mercury residues froom con- 
tainers, the Commissioner 
emphasized. 


Grain 
seeds 
commonly 


treated with mercury com- 
pounds include barley, beans, 
corn, flax, milo, oats, peas, rice 
rye, safflower, sorghum and 
wheat, he said. 


"Strict compliance with the 


regulations on mercury-treated 
seed is necessary to prevent the 
misuse of this valuable tool in 
the production of grains.

Israel 
repeated it would not resume 
negotiations until Egypt pulls 
back the antiaircraft missiles 
which Israel and the United 
States charge have been moved 
closer to the canal in violation of 
the cease-fire standstill. 


An aide to Egypt's foreign

Cairo's position did not mean 
"that Nov. 5 we are going to 
start shooting." 


But he said that if Israel does 


not rejoin the talks begun under 
U. N. special envoy Gunnar V. 
Jarring, then the cease-fire is a 
commitment "we want to 
liberate ourselves from. That's 
all." 


Israeli Premier Golda Meir 


told her weekly cabinet meeting 
Israel wants the cease-fire to 
continue, but it will not return to 
the talks until "the Egyptians 
and Russians take steps to 
restore the original position in 
the Canal standstill zone." 


An Israeli public opinion poll 


showed 70 per cent of 500 per- 
sons queried favored suspension 
*of the talks until Egypt pulls 
back the missiles; 23 per cent 
favored resumption of the talks 
despite the missiles, and 7 per 
cent had no opinion.

No Mercury-Treated 
Seed Without Permit 


Grain growers in Tehama 
County were reminded today by 
Agricultural Commissioner Don 
Hill that state regulations 
adopted last spring require that 
a permit be issued before any 
m ercury-treated seed grain 
may be planted. 
“ The fall grain planting 
season is here,” Commissioner 
Hill said. “Any farmers plan­ 
ning to plant seeds that have 
been treated with any mercury 
compound such as Ceresan, 
Panogen or Semesan must first 
obtain a permit from this of­ 
fice.” 
The permit requirement was 
imposed to reduce the hazard of 
mercury to human and animal 
health. 
Human 
illness, 
som etim es entailing severe 
brain damage, and mercury 
residues 
in 
wildlife 
have 
resulted from improper use of 
mercury compounds, he said. 


“There is no known antidote 
for mercury poisoning, and 
these materials are cumulative 
in animal tissue,” the com­ 
missioner pointed out. 
Permits for the use of mer­ 
cury seed treating compounds 
will require proper sanitation 
and cleanup practices in the 
treatment area, equipment and 
bins; 
protection of 
the 
ap­ 
plicator; the use of properly 


labeled closed containers; and 
the destruction of any surplus 
seed, sw eepings and other 
contam inated 
m aterial 
by 
burying or other treatment to 
render it utterly unfit for food or 
feed. 
In addition, he said, exposed 
seed must be kept to an absolute 
minimum; seeding by aircraft 
should be restricted in areas 
containing fish and wildlife; 
spills of seeds 
and 
planter 
leakage should be cleaned up or 
disced under promptly; 
and 
emptied bags, bins and tanks 
must 
not 
be 
reused where 
contamination of other products 
would be a hazard. 
It is vir­ 
tually impossible to remove all 
mercury residues froom con­ 
tainers, 
the 
Commissioner 
emphasized. 
Grain 
seeds 
commonly 
treated with mercury com ­ 
pounds include barley, beans, 
corn, flax, milo, oats, peas, rice 
rye, safflower, sorghum and 
wheat, he said. 
“Strict compliance with the 
regulations on mercury-treated 
seed is necessary to prevent the 
misuse of this valuable tool in 
the production of grains.

In their draft for a develop­ 


ment decade declaration, 89 
developing countries sought a 
promise from 
the industrial 
powers to try to build up their 
official foreign aid to 0.75 per 
cent of their gross national 
product by 1972. The United 
States Britain, Australia and 
Japan proposed to eliminate 
that target. 
The security declaration, the 
development 
strategy, 
a 
declaration on friendly in­ 
ternational relations and a 25th 
anniversary declaration of faith 
in the U. N. Charter are all to be 
given ceremonial approval at 
the close of the summit session 
Oct. 24, just 25 years after the 
charter came into effect. 


But efforts were being made 
to have all four proposals ready 
before the opening of the session 
Wednesday morning so that the 
participants could devote the 
intervening time to 89 scheduled 
speeches.

Lawbreaking Causes Sought 
Our Boys 
In Service

WASHINGTON — On a recent 
Saturday night, a 78-year-old 
man was beaten to death and 
robbed 
on

Washington street. A 27-year- 
old woman was abducted from a 
downtown street, locked in the 
trunk of a car and later raped by 
four men. Three women were 
raped in their apartments, and 
28 other individuals or firms 
were robbed at gunpoint. 
Police said it was a fairly 
typical Saturday night, with as 
many or more violent crimes 
that went unreported. 
Police 
say that victims of rapes, 
beatings, muggings, etc. are 
reluctant to come to the police, 
usually out of embarrassment. 
Why should the nation’s 
capital have such a high crime 
rate, particularly in the violent 
category. 
Mayor 
Walter 
Washington has said it is partlv 
racial, a minority living in bad 
conditions. 
Navada Sen. Alan Bible told 


me also it was due partly to 
“racial tensions,” but added the 
district is not so different from 
other large cities. 
Bible is a 
member and former chairman 
of the Senate District of 
Columbia Committee which 
deals with the city’s problems. 
Bible praised Police Chief 
Jerry Wilson and spoke highly of 
the police force itself. 
But he 
admitted there was “ some 
truth” in published reports that 
some D.C. policemen have been 
involved in narcotics and vice 
trade, robbery, and that some 
might even be members of the 
revolutionary Black Panther 
Party.

Justice 
Department 
spokesman who wants to be 
anonymous told me there had 
been too much buck-passing on 
the crime issue — between the 
administration and Congress, 
and between the two chambers 
of Congress itself. 
One senator told me there are 
already plenty of laws on the 
books to cope with the crime, if 
only the police and the courts 
would use them.

Under the Army’s regulations, 
recruit training “is to be devoid 
of harassment, and respect of 
the dignity of the individual 
trainee will be clearly evident at 
all times.” 


Peeling potatoes and washing 
dishes are still a part of Army 
life. But no longer will trainees 
be required to work in officers’ 
clubs, golf courses or the post 
exchange. 
The regulations urge that 
“trainees be permitted to eat in 
a relaxed atmosphere,” without 
having to rash their meals. 
As for having to spend the day 
on the firing range or at other 
training sites, the regulations 
say recruits should be given hot 
or cold beverages or soup during 
midmorning and midafternoon 
breaks. 
“The benefits to morale and 
performance,” 
the 
Army 
contends, “normally outweigh 
the inconvience or efforts 
required to provide beverages 
or soup.”

Tehama County Supervisor James Byrne has written us a 


letter and backed it up with a personal call to protest that his 
position in regard to the need for an air pollution control district has 
been unfairly stated. In the light of the explanation he makes in the 
letter, we agree that it has. 


Further, we are inclined to agree with his position that though 


it is wise to take steps at once to head off air pollution, that the 
problem is not yet serious in this county. Not everyone agrees with 


him. 
We have a copy of another letter which declares that for the 


past two months, "the air has been filled with so much smoke and 
other wastes that one could not see Mt. Lassen, not to mention the 
unpleasant stench from all this mess." 


That, however, is beside the point as to Supervisor Byrne's 


position on the control district. He speaks for himself on that: 


Reference is made to your feature story ot October 7, 1970, 


relative to the formation of a County Air Pollution Control District. 
I believe that you have unfairly stated my position on Air Pollution 
Control. You have inplied to the casual reader that I am opposed to 
the information of an Air Pollution Control District, be it a County 
District or a State District. This is simply not the case. I 
unequivocally support the formation of a local Tehama County Air 
Pollution District. I do not, however, agree with the statements 
made in the resolution that established this District. 


The resolution was prepared by State of California bureaucrats 


who have typically stereotyped and over dramatized the facts. The 
resolution as adopted was both unnecessary and redundant. The 
purpose of the Hearing held in the Board Chambers was to make 
one simple decision 
should the District be a State formed 


District or a County formed District. No more and no less. 


A resolution simply stating that the County chose to form its 


own District was in order. For the Board of Supervisors on the one 
hand to encourage through the Chamber of Commerce and other 
groups, the establishment of "clean industry" and jobs, and on the 
other hand to go on record that "The area within Tehama County is 
so polluted with air containments as to be injurious to health Our 
environmental advantages are the most attractive thing we have to 
offer prospective "clean industry". 
For the Board to state 


otherwise was completely unnecessary and an injustice to those 
people who are working to attract stable industrial growth. 


It is my intention to request the Board to rescind this resolution 


and replace it with a resolution simply stating that it is the intent of 
the Board to establish a local Air Pollution Control District in 
compliance with legislative requirements.

A national census yields an index not only of numerical shifts 


and growths and declines of a people, but also its changing social 
and economic, even its psychological texture. Thus the first toting 
up of America's 1970 population by the United States Census 
Bureau (only transients and servicemen remain to be counted in) 
shows a vastly changing America, with portents for the future. 


The dominant trends are an exodus from Northern urban centers 


and into the suburbs from the center of the continent to the coasts, 
and a continued influx into the Southwest. The loss of population in 
urban centers has perhaps the greatest social impact. Consider 
declines of such magnitude as 19 per cent in St. Louis, 15 per cent in 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh, 10 per cent in Boston and Detroit — 
coupled with an actual influx of minority peoples into those cities — 
and one can begin to glimpse the tremendous change this must 
have on them 


Actually, when an area declines in influence or population, the 


psychological impact is usually far greater than the numerical 
shift would warrant. There is in the core areas of these cities a 
sense of dispiritedness that approaches that of a devastated war 
zone — whole regions of factories that had hummed and bustled 
during World War II, and which drew then thousands of workers 
from the farms, now are idle, vandalized, and in decay. Further, 
tax and spending changes lag behind the census shifts. The core 
cities continue to provide services for metropolitan areas now 
dominated numerically by suburbs, for which the suburbs pay but a 
third of half of their fair share. 


But the picture is far from all grim There are many growth 


areas in the United States. This is a fact which foreign observers 
tend not to see — the paradox of advance and decline in America 
The drift of people to the Southwest has continued strong in the past 
10 years In such states as Texas, industrial growth is tremendous 
Houston grew 29 per cent in the past 10 years, and Dallas 23 per 
cent 


California has become the aation's most populous state And 


with that mantle, she will claim greater clout in political and social 
trend setting in the years ahead. One can look ahead some years 
and expect that the westward and out-from-the-center shifts of 
population may subside in the next decade. Industrial obsolescence 
may hit the now burgeoning areas, or severe population deiisity 
ma> turn new generations back to middle America. It is hard at the 
moment to tell. But some of the present moves may be in their 
latter stages 


But one thing is certain that the population of America is a 


living organism, not static, and still shifting to find advantage for a 
better life

Not Black Nationalism

WASHINGTON — It is a grave 


mistake to assume that the 
Black Panther Party has 
anything in common with so- 
called black nationalism or the 
Civil Rights movement. In fact, 
they are at cross-purposes as a 
close look at the Panther 
organization will show. 


At the moment, the Panthers 


are playing down militancy and 
playing up the "Robin Hood" 
image with their "breakfast-for- 
kiddies" in the neighborhoods — 
this, to gain more sympathy 
from white liberals. 


But the closer one looks at the 


Panthers, the more clearly he 
sees they are not nationalists, 
but 
revolutionists 
of 
the 


Marxist-Leninist stripe, and this 
is how they generally describe 
themselves. Panther leader 
Huey Newton recently said, 
"Our one goal is to crush 
American 
capitalism 
and 


American imperialism, for 
because without this, we can do 
nothing." 


This is clearly revolutionary 


talk, but just as clear is the 
absence of conditions that have 
traditionally been needed to 


have a revolution. Simply put, 
there is not in America any 
revolutionary situation with 
which the Panthers can work. 
SINCE THE Panthers must be 
assumed to be reasonably in- 
telligent and therefore must 
know this, then it is reasonable 
to assume that the party must 
first work to bring about con- 
ditions that would make for 
revolution. 


In other words, the Black 


Panther Party which uses 
language heard in Moscow, 
Havana and other Communist 
capitals (dictatorship of the 
people) is not working at the 
moment for a revolution itself, 
but for revolutionary conditions 
to spawn the revolution. 


While crying "repression," 


the Panthers are working to 
provoke it, and while mouthing 
tired phrases about "facism," 
they seek to bring it about in the 
hope of hastening conditions 
that would make the country 
ripe for revolution. 


The Civil Rights movement is 


differentiated from the Pan- 
thers by the fact that, overall, it 
had a common goal — to make 
things better for American 
blacks.

..THE PANTHERS, on the 
other hand, do not have and 
could never have this goal and 
remain consistent with their 
stated aims. As revolutionaries 
operating 
without 
a 


revolutionary 
climate, the 


Panthers have alienated their 
own goals from those of the Civil 
Rights movement. 


For the Panthers, to make 


things better for the Negro 
would be making things worse 
for their own stated aims. To 
make things better for the 
blacks would be giving them 
more to lose in the event of 
revolution. 


By working to create con- 


ditions of revolution, the Pan- 
thers are actually working to the 
detriment of the people they are 
supposed to be helping.

Position Unfairly Stated 


Tehama County Supervisor James Byrne has written us a 
letter and backed it up with a personal call to protest that his 
position in regard to the need for an air pollution control district has 
been unfairly stated. In the light of the explanation he makes in the 
letter, we agree that it has. 


Further, we are inclined to agree with his position that though 
it is wise to take steps at once to head off air pollution, that the 
problem is not yet serious in this county. Not everyone agrees with 
him. We have a copy of another letter which declares that for the 
past two months, “the air has been filled with so much smoke and 
other wastes that one could not see Mt. Lassen, not to mention the 
unpleasant stench from all this mess.” 


That, however, is beside the point as to Supervisor Byrne’s 
position on the control district. He speaks for himself on that: 


Reference is made to your feature story ot October 7, 1970, 
relative to the formation of a County Air Pollution Control District. 
I believe that you have unfairly stated my position on Air Pollution 
Control. You have inplied to the casual reader that I am opposed to 
the information of an Air Pollution Control District, be it a County 
District or a State District. 
This is simply not the case. 
I 
unequivocally support the formation of a local Tehama County Air 
Pollution District. I do not, however, agree with the statements 
made in the resolution that established this District. 


The resolution was prepared by State of California bureaucrats 
who have typically stereotyped and over dramatized the facts. The 
resolution as adopted was both unnecessary and redundant. The 
purpose of the Hearing held in the Board Chambers was to make 
one simple decision 
should the District be a State formed 
District or a County formed District. No more and no less. 


A resolution simply stating that the County chose to form its 
own District was in order. For the Board of Supervisors on the one 
hand to encourage through the Chamber of Commerce and other 
groups, the establishment of “clean industry” and jobs, and on the 
other hand to go on record that “The area within Tehama County is 
so polluted with air contaminents as to be injurious to health Our 
environmental advantages are the most attractive thing we have to 
offer prospective “clean industry”. 
For the Board to state 
otherwise was completely unnecessary and an injustice to those 
people who are working to attract stable industrial growth. 


It is my intention to request the Board to rescind this resolution 
and replace it with a resolution simply stating that it is the intent of 
the Board to establish a local Air Pollution Control District in 
compliance with legislative requirements.

Continental Drift 


(FROM THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 
A national census yields an index not only of numerical shifts 
and growths and declines of a people, but also its changing social 
and economic, even its psychological texture. Thus the first toting 
up of America’s 1970 population by the United States Census 
Bureau (only transients and servicemen remain to be counted in) 
shows a vastly changing America, with portents for the future. 
The dominant trends are an exodus from Northern urban centers 
and into the suburbs from the center of the continent to the coasts, 
and a continued influx into the Southwest. The loss of population in 
urban centers has perhaps the greatest social impact. Consider 
declines of such magnitude as 19 per cent in St. Louis, 15 per cent in 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh, 10 per cent in Boston and Detroit — 
coupled with an actual influx of minority peoples into those cities — 
and one can begin to glimpse the tremendous change this must 
have on them. 


Actually, when an area declines in influence or population, the 
psychological impact is usually far greater than the numerical 
shift would warrant. There is in the core areas of these cities a 
sense of dispiritedness that approaches that of a devastated war 
zone — whole regions of factories that had hummed and bustled 
during World War II, and which drew then thousands of workers 
from the farms, now are idle, vandalized, and in decay. Further, 
tax and spending changes lag behind the census shifts. The core 
cities continue to provide services for metropolitan areas now 
dominated numerically by suburbs, for which the suburbs pay but a 
third of half of their fair share. 


But the picture is far from all grim. There are many growth 
areas in the United States. This is a fact which foreign observers 
tend not to see — the paradox of advance and decline in America. 
The drift of people to the Southwest has continued strong in the past 
10 years. In such states as Texas, industrial growth is tremendous. 
Houston grew 29 per cent in the past 10 years, and Dallas 23 per 
cent. 


California has become the nation’s most populous state. And 
with that mantle, she will claim greater clout in political and social 
trend-setting in the years ahead. One can look ahead some years 
and expect that the westward and out-from-the-center shifts of 
population may subside in the next decade. Industrial obsolescence 
may hit the now burgeoning areas, or severe population density 
may turn new generations back to middle America. It is hard at the 
moment to tell. But some of the present moves may be in their 
latter stages. 


But one thing is certain that the population of America is a 
living organism, not static, and still shifting to find advantage for a 
better life.

Not Black Nationalism

WASHINGTON — It is a grave 
mistake to assume that the 
Black Panther Party 
has 
anything in common with so- 
called black nationalism or the 
Civil Rights movement. In fact, 
they are at cross-purposes as a 
close look at the Panther 
organization will show. 
At the moment, the Panthers 
are playing down militancy and 
playing up the “Robin Hood” 
image with their “breakfast-for- 
kiddies” in the neighborhoods — 
this, to gain more sympathy 
from white liberals. 
But the closer one looks at the 
Panthers, the more clearly he 
sees they are not nationalists, 
but 
revolutionists 
of 
the 
Marxist-Leninist stripe, and this 
is how they generally describe 
themselves. Panther leader 
Huey Newton recently said, 
“Our one goal is to crush

American imperialism, for 
because without this, we can do 
nothing.”

..THE PANTHERS, on the 
other hand, do not have and 
could never have this goal and 
remain consistent with their 
stated aims.

For the Panthers, to make 
things better for the Negro 
would be making things worse 
for their own stated aims.

THE PANTHERS do, in fact, 
have much in common with 
other groups and organizations 
— the Weathermen, arm of the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society (ADA), and the Youth 
International Party, the so- 
called Yippies who raised so 
much stink at the 1968 Chicago 
convention. 
Alongside these and similar 
groups, the Black Panther Party 
is a true brother. They have the 
same goals, self-proclaimed, to 
tear down all American in­ 
stitutions — the education 
system, the judicial system, 
work incentive system — and 
make the country ripe for 
revolution.

American thinks the Panthers 
are going to benefit him, he is 
being deceived, for Civil Rights 
and black nationalism are not a 
part of the group’s philosophy.

BALTIMORE (AP) — Cin­ 
cinnati’s sputtering Big Red 
Machine, overhauled twice in its 
own power plant by a relentless 
Baltimore wrecking crew, faced 
a total breakdown as the 1970 
World Series moved today to the 
home town of the soaring 
Orioles. 
The Orioles, buoyed by a five- 
run rally in the fifth inning 
Sunday, shaded the Reds 6-5 for 
a two-game jump in the best-of- 
seven series. 
Game No. 3 Tuesday will 
match southpaw Dave McNally, 
B altim ore’s 24-game winner, 
against Tony Cloninger, a 
journeyman right-hander who 
helped shore up the Reds’ 
depleted pitching staff in the last 
two months — but has failed to 
complete any of his 18 starts. 
“We’re going to go at them 
again,” Cincinnati slugger 
Johnny Bench promised after 
the Reds, favored at the start of 
the series, blew an early 4-0 lead 
Sunday and absorbed their 
second one-run setback in as 
many days. 
“It changes over now to their 
ball park and we’re two down, 
but I still think we can beat 
them. This ball club usually 
comes back. If we don’t it’s 
going to be a long winter,” 
Bench continued. 
So far the Orioles have made 
all the comebacks. They erased 
a 3-0 deficit before winning the 
opener 4-3 Saturday on Brooks 
Robinson’s seventh-inning home 
run. And they struck back again 
Sunday to gain their 16th con­ 


secutive victory in a streak that 
began during the regular 
American League season. 
It was the 42nd come-from- 
behind victory this year for the 
Orioles, who are driving to make 
amends for their stunning World 
Series setback at the hands of 
the New York Mets last October. 
It also was the 42nd time they 
have won by the margin of a 
single run. 
“People say we ran away with 
our division,” said H arry 
Dalton, Baltimore’s front office 
chief.
